I told him that the appropriate 
State Department officials would be advised prior to a mission 
being run; that General Goodpaster would of course be advised, 
but that this timing might be as close as from 12 to 5 hours prior 
to take-off. He stated that he would like to be briefed on the 

missions. 


Then, using a world atlas, I pointed out all of the missions 
to him, emphasizing the fact that any route planned this far m 
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advance would probably not be etrictly adhered to but that maximum 
intelligence objectives would be laid on lor each sortie in the 
light of the forecast weather. I stated that he would be briefed 
on the sorties, showing slices of areas in which important targets 
lay, and that there will be a desired route indicated also. He said 
he would like to see this within the next couple of weeks.
